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REMARKS 

Claims 30 and 53 have been amended. Thus, claims 30-51, 53 and 54 are pending in the 
present application. Support for the amendment to claim 30 may be found in the specification (PCX 
pubhcation) at page 23, line 15 to page 24, line 18. The amendment to claim 53 is solely to remove an 
erroneous comma. Thus, no new matter has been added. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
present rejection in view of the comments presented herein are respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. second paragraph 

Claims 30-51, 53 and 54 were rejected under U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph as allegedly 
being indefinite. The Examiner noted that it was not clear from the claim language whether a single 
optical fiber from the plurality of optical fibers transmits and receives light, and suggested recitation of 
"wherein the optical fibers when in use are employed as transmitters or receivers." Claim 30 as 
amended recites the language suggested by the Examiner. 

In view of the comments presented above, Apphcants respectfully request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph.
